Editor Gazette: 
Before 
leaving 


Janesville for Colorado, we obtained 
some pamphlets 
descriptive of the 


state and its .wonderful 
scenery. 


Among the many engravings in one 
of the pamphlets, that of the loop, 
claimed much attention, 
yet 
we 


scarcely ever expected to behold its 
•wonders. But it is the 
unexpected 


that happens, and one bright morn- 
ing last week found us on our way 
to this famous loop. Leaving Den- 
ver we passed through a fine stretch 
of country where many fine agricul- 
tural products 
met our view. Of 


course, every thing is watered by ir- 
rigation. Colorado has always been 
considered by us more of a mining 
state than one devoted to agricul- 
ture, yet we are told that of the 
fifty-seven countie s composing the 
state, fifty-three are almost entirely 
. agriculture. 
Golden 
was our first 


stopping place, the state reformatory 
is located there. 


After leaving Golden' the ascent of 


thie grade is ,very 
-marked. The 


The train passes along the banks' of 


in the bright sunshine again. Some 
of the party ascended up the moun- 
tain to a greater or less height to 
eat their dinner among the rocks. 
Here tne mountains are two thous- 
and feet above our heads. 
Silver 


Plume has an altitude of 9,000 feet. 
We hurriedly partook of our lunch 
and then rambled away .amongst the 
Droken fragments of rocks to collect 
iome of the most beautiful specimens 
to take with us mementos of our very 
pleasant trip. 
Copper, lead, silver 


and possibly a sprinkle of gold, is 
contained in these pieces that lay 
scatttered about us. 


As it neared .train time we turned 


our backs on all the beauty that was 
both beneath our feet and on 
sides of us, and with a feeling of 
sadnesss took our seats in the car 
to return to Denver, feeling that it 
was probably the last time that many 
of our party would ever behold these 
beautiful scenes.

.or fifteen feet to several rods. Im 
mense rocks are all along in the bed 
of the stream, against which the fast 
rushing waters beat and break into 
spray and silvery cascades. Rising 


.. abruptly from the side of the stream 


are the grand old piles of 
solid 


granite, hundreds of feet above our 
heads, onward the train rushes cros- 
sing and recrosslng the angry stream 
As we neared Idaho Springs we no- 
ticed numerous little cabins located 
away up on the sides of the appar- 
ently inaccessible mountains. These 
are the homes of the miners and the 
many tunnels we 
observed in the 


mountain sides are a novel sight to 
those who behold them for the first 
time. 


While gazing at the ipicturesque 


scene before us, a gentleman on the 
car ca'led our attention to "Hanging 
Rock" under which we passed a mo- 
ment later. "Mother 
Grundy" and 


the "Lion's Head'" were also plain- 
ly discerned. 
Idaho Springs, is the 


first town i?f Importance on our trip. 
It is a very important mining camp. 
Also has many springs of medicinal 
value, and is quite a noted health re- 
sort. A short distance out fr'om the 
Sprin'gs we ' no.ticed VL wagon trail 
winding a?ong the s teep mountain 
side, over which, the .ore is removed 


• to the valley below and by which 
the miners receive their supplies. 


We were now 
several thousand 


feet above sea level, and near enough 
to the snow capped, mountains to 
be within walking distance, so we 
thought, until told that we are yet 
over twenty mi'es from them. We 
sooni pteamjed into the station of 
Georgetown, a beautiful little city of 
two thousand Inhabitants, nestled in 
a basin of the mountains. There the 
real "Loop" begins, 
winding hun- 


dreds of feet above the town: Ano- 
ther train was only a few moments 
of time behind us, and so we crossed 
the highest bridge, we gazed from the 
car windows on the other train first 
crossing the bridge dire'ctly below us. 


Handkerchiefs were waved from 


cur train and answered by a vigor- 
pus waving from the occupants of 
the lower train. 
Then they disap- 


peared from our sight, to reappear 
again in & few moments. 
Thus we 


sped along, winding .in and out and 
always upward through these won- 
derful mountains. 
The building of 


this road is considered the most won- 
derful piece of railroad engineering 
in the world. 
We saw the 'train be- 


hind us six different times and our 
own engine was plainly seen -many 
times whi?e rounding the , curves, al 
though drawing but three coaches; 


A splendid view of the little 
city 


so far below is obtained while cross- 
ing the bridge eighty-five feet above 
the tracks beneath. 
Still we rushed 


onward and upward four miles farth- 
er on, when we reached Silver Plume 
the terminus of the railroad. 


Here we had two hours to rest ere 


we began our return trip. . Most of 
the passengers were hastening on- 
ward toienter one or the other 
of 


the mining tunnels and we followed 
in their lead. 
We left our lunch 


in the office and after paying twenty 
five cents each for the privilege, we 
entered the Mendota mine, where we 
w.ere all provided with lanterns, and 
accompanied by a guide, we passed 
along the passageway, lighted only 
by the feeble rays of the candle in 
our lanterns. 
This tunnel is, as 


presume others are, eight feet wide 
and seven feet high, supported 
by 


heavy timbers. 
. 


On either side of the narrow plank | 


we are walking on trickles a little 
stream of water and on either side 
runs an iron i-plpe, which conveys 
fresh air into tie tunnel. 
We went 


1,200 
feet into .'the tunnel and were 


then 600 feet Velow the surface. We 
had then reached the engine room 
that supplies the power for bringing 
up the ore from a shaft 800 feet be- 
low us. 
Remaining here a few mo- 


ments, we concluded to return in- 
stead of going any further into the 
tunnel, for the passage is damp and 
chilly.
